F urth er on a cham ber was 
discov ered covi red with a brow nish m uck that 
was sticky.

S ure enoug h, there sat a hum an form .

T h e Tribune's Washington correspondent 
charges that the account books of Thomas 
E. Benedict, late Public Printer, are so badly 
muddled that Public Printer Palmer dare 
Dot rely upon them iu settling the accounts 
of the unpaid employes. Out of 2,300 ac­ 
counts examined over 400 are found to be 
erroneous and to require the application of 
new tests. The still more serious charge is 
made that Benedict gave long leaves of ab­ 
sence to favored employes under pay in vio­ 
lation of the law. Congress each year makes 
a specific appropriation to pay employes who 
arc entitled to leaves of absence with pay. In 
the forty-ninth Congress Benedict asked for 
$2,500 for this purpose and got $5,000. In 
the next Congress he asked for $25,000 for 
this specific purpose. It is on this record 
that Benedict is now seeking the Democratic 
nomination for State Treasurer. 
A d iv o r c e has just been obtained in W ash­ 
ington which differs from the Flack per­ 
formance, but is quite sensational. Cle- 
lund Lindsley’s wife Mary Ann took a 
■gentleman boarder,” several years ago, and 
her conduct with him provoked a remon 
stranco from her husband. She declared her 
innocence, told him she had hard work to 
keep the boarder’s hands off him, and 
threatened divorce proceedings, on account 
of his intemperate habits. Lindsley was wcrih 
about *100,000, and in order to pacify her 
he made over this property pieee-meal to her.

A CAVE DISCOVERED IN COLORADO. 
M iners who F om xl S talactites, R em ains of 
H um an Beings, Etc.

D en v er, Col., Aug. 12.—A remarkable 
story comes from Aspen, Colorado, regard­ 
ing an unexpected find in one of the princi­ 
pal mines on ike Aspen Mountain. Last 
Timrsdi.y night', as the stdv goes, the night 
Shift in the Minnie mine, men named Den* 
belly, Mae key, Taylor and Giliillan, put in 
two 80 inch holes in the breast of the 500- 
foot level and tired the blast just before leav­ 
ing for the surface.

of which they proceeded to explore. Going 
in a few feet they found the walls covered 
with crvstalized lime and lead that glittered 
like diamonds.

The lime form­ 
ation resembled lace and frieze-work of 
wondrous beauty. The cave had a descent 
of about 20 degrees, and they found rooms 
tud chambers grand bevond description. 
They had entered about 200 feet when they 
fouud a Hint axe. and a strong current of 
fresh air was felt. Further on a chamber was 
discovered covi red with a brownish muck that 
was sticky, Giliillan who was in the lead, 
suddenly stopped arid said: " Theie sits a 
hoy.” Sure enough, there sata human form. 
The head was resting on the knees and the 
aims were drawn around the legs, Indian 
fashion. A stone bowl and axa were found 
beside the figure. The body was well pre­ 
served, but in trying to lift it one arm was 
broken off. Other bodies in different atti­ 
tudes were found in the chamber, but when 
disturbed they crumbled. One stone man 
was brought out with the loss of arms and 
feet. The discovery has caused great excite­ 
ment in Aspen, as the bodies do not seem to 
be those of Indians.

It 
is 
fair 
to 
presume 
that he had a general idea of the amount that 
he intended to cut out. 
If he had vetoed the 
bill in a message to the Legislature, inform* 
ing it of his intentions in regard to certain 
items, and giving it an approximate idea 
of the amount that it would be necessary to 
raise, he could have saved to the tax-pay ers 
the $1,800,(WO that must now remain in the 
Treasury a y ear as surplusage, subject to de­ 
mands which do not alway s wait for the ae- 
tion of the Legislature, as the history of the 
furnishing of the executive mansion proves. 
In the same message he could have called the 
Legislature into extra session long enough to 
revise the tax rate, without involving the 
state in large expense, for the members were 
all in Albany and could have assembled and 
transacted the necessary business in half a 
day . 
In this way the Governor could have 
commended himself to the tax pay ers as a 
sincere friend of their interests, for the item? 
that he has vetoed would then have been left 
in their pockets. 
Now the full amount wi 
be collected, and the people are uneasy o\e r 
the possibility of its being misappropriated* 
squandered and stolen. 
In consequence of the Governor’s mana, 
mcnt of his veto privilege, $1,H00.000 will 
now be collected from tlie people for no use 
whatever, while creditors wait for the meet 
ing of another Legislature. 
If the money i: 
honestly guarded it will do service in future 
for the items that the Governor has vetoed 
are honest claims and w ill have to lie paid 
with accumulating interest. 
If the Lcgisla 
turc next winter should happen to be Demo­ 
cratic, a contingency not impossible if the 
weather on election day is severe, this money 
would be spent for other purposes, and the 
vetoed items would go into the next appro­ 
priation bill. 
It should not be forgotten 
that during the administration of Gov. IIuiT 
man $19,000,000 was raised to pay olT the 
bounty debt, and that out of this sum the 
said bounty debt was reduced only $5,000, 
000. 


GETTING TIRED OF THE NEGROES . 


The Birmingham Age declares in favor of 
assisted emigration for the negroes of Ala 
bauin, that the state may lie relieved of them 
and their places filled by white immigrants. 
The Age is a Democratic sheet of progressive 
ideas, and it has discovered that there is a 
race problem in the South that cannot lie 
solved by the robtierv, disfranchisement ami 
murder of the negroes. 
Twenty -five y ears 
of freedom have demonstrated that the col­ 
ored peeple cannot lie killed off, even in 
Alabama, with sufficient rapidity to keep 
down the increase, much less to exterminate 
them. 
But the whites of the South are con­ 
vinced that they and the blacks cannot live 
together in harmony , and this conviction is 
strengthened by the discovery that they can­ 
not get white immigrants from other states 
and countries as long as Alabama keeps and 
employ s her negroes. 
This is not, perhaps, 
as it should be, bnt the philanthropic pur­ 
pose of forcing the whites to accept the ne­ 
groes and live with them may as well be 
given up as hopeiess, and the sooner the bet 
ter for both races. 
Thu Suggestion of assistance to the blacks 
in getting away is made by the Age as au 
original idea in the South. 
The great body 
of negro-haters do not appear to have thought 
of such a thing. 
They forget that they owe 
these people for two hundred y ears of unre­ 
quited toil, which has left them poor, help­ 
less, ignoraut, and without either skill or en­ 
ergy to make an independent livelihood, ac­ 
quire property , or “ strike ou t” for them ­ 
selves. 
If they arc now moved to take up 
the surplus negro population, assume the ex­ 
pense of their removal to a state or territory 
where they will be by themselves, and buy 
a little land or give them a little money to set 
them on their feet, they will pay a small por­ 
tion of the debt that has been standing against 
them. And for the first time the negroes will 
breathe in truth the pure and invigorating 
air of freedom. 
Let the Southern states start the move­ 
ment,showing a lilieral and honest purpose to­ 
wards the blacks, aud it will be geuerously 
seconded by the North. 
The people of this 
section are tired of the wrongs to which the 
negroes are subjected on the soil where they 
once were sluves, and have little hope of any 
improvement. 
They 
want 
the 
negroes 
placed where they can vote and have their 
votes counted, and take a hand in the ad­ 
ministration of state aud local affairs and 
send Senators and licprescntatives^ to Con­ 
gress. 
To attain this condition they must be 
settled in a state by themselves. 
Aud such 
a state would in a quarter of a century lie 
found far in advance of any state y et main­ 
taining its Democratic solidity , in intelli­ 
gence, order, government, and busiuess and 
industrial development. 


A S IGNIFICANT COALITION. 


The Nu n told the other day of the affiic- 
tions aDd disappointments 
o f Tammany . 
The County Democracy , ousted and throttled 
wherever it was possible, has formed a com­ 
bination with the Republicans. 
Tammany 
grabbed the new Police Justices created by 
the Legislature last winter, but when it tried 
to grab the patronage of the court by ousting 
both the “ Counties” and the Republicans, 
it found itself confronted by the new combi­ 
nation, and nobody was removed. 
It en­ 
countered the same difficulty in the Police 
Board, which May or Grant made partisan by 
appointing a 
Tammany mau to succeed a Re­ 
publican. Again the one 
County Democrat 
and the one Republican 
formed a coalition 


and again there 
was a deadlock which 
choked off the ousting process and kept some 
of the choicest official plums from reaching 
the Tammany maw. 
Tammany being una 
blc to organize the Board, the office of Presi­ 
dent remains vacant, and along with it the 
casting vote in the Board of ¡street Cleaning, 
which was relied upon 'o remove Superin­ 
tendent J. 
S. 
Coleman, County Demo­ 
crat. 
Mr. 
Coleman 
is thus left secure 
in his'place, one of tiie most important in the 
city . 
This deal is charged to Police Justice 
Power, in which he is credited with showing 
great skill. 
The S u n thinks that if he and 
the other leadirs of the County Democracy 
ire equally skillful in the municipal tight of 
November, it “ will make Tammany ’s battle 
a hard one, especially if, as now seems likely , 
the Republicans arc four.d acting in sy mpathy 
with the County Democracy .” And it re­ 
marks that the friendly understanding be- 
tweed the Republicans 
and 
“ Counties’’ 
dates from the deal made in Albany in 
April between the Republican and Tammany 
leaders, but w hich the latter, either through 
misfortune or mismanagement, so conducted 
as to precipitate a coalition between the Re­ 
publican leaders and Tammany ’s Democratic 
opponents.” 
All this is inteiesting to Gov. Ilill, who 
does not happen to stand well in the graces 
of the County Democracy . 
If the new com­ 
pact is maintained It will interfere very seri 
ously with the Governor’s program for elect­ 
ing n Democratic Legislature, or, more cor­ 
rectly , for keeping the Republican majori­ 
ties in the two houses down below two- 
thirds. 


TH E F U TU R E OF TH E PAPACY. 


P rop h esied th a t th e C hurch M ust be E ith e r 
A n g lic iz e d or A in erlca u lzeU . 
Below is an extract of a remarkable article 
on “ The Future of the Papacy ,” to appear in 
the August number of the 
Co n temp o rary lie 
view. “ In Europe there are at this moment 
hut three men w ho stand out aliovc their ft I 
lows as the supreme representatives of vari 
ous kinds of power. 
Alexander III. repre 
souts the authority of material force; Prince 
Bismarck, the migli 
o f scientific organi­ 
sation, and Leo X ll I. the strength ot the 
Catholic world, 
“ That which distinguishes Leo X II. is 
that before his mind there has passed a vision 
of a higher and nobler ideal than that of 
being the mere temporal master of the Eter 
nal L ity . He has s- en, as it were in a dream, 
a vision of a wider sovereignty than any 
w hich the greatest of his predecessors had 
ever realized, and before his eves there has 
been unfolded a magnificent conception of a 
really universal Church as ‘Lofty as the Love 
of God aud w ide as are the w ants of men 
But no sooner has lie gazed with lioly - ecstaev 
on the world wide dominion which lies al 
most within his grasp than he turns with a 
>igli to the older and smaller ideal of the 
temporal sovereignty of Rome, which has 
bounded the horizon of so many of his pred­ 
ecessors, and which passes upon him like the 
atmosphere of the whole of his waking life.’ 
The writer goes on to say that the mission 
of Monsignor Persico to Ireland shows how 
incompatible these two ideals are. 
Tht 
English Government brought pressure to 
bear on the Pope to induce him to send 
envoy to investigate the condition of the 
Irish people anti to inform His Holiness as t 
the justice of tlu-ir cause. This envoy , Mon 
signor Persico, was from the first looked 
upon with suspicion by Irish priests and pco 
pie. He prolonged his stay for many months 
making ambiguous reports. 
The Brili-t 
Ministry , irritated 
by the delay , sent the 
Duke of Norfolk to Rome to hasten matters 
at the Papal Court. 
At his urgency the 
Pope, from incomplete information and ad 
vice of his Italian counsellors, who knew lit 
tie of the language and less of the people o 
Ireland, issued the famous rescript condemn 
ing boy cotting and the plan of campaign. 
“ During the conception of this document 
the Holy Father does not appear to have 
thought it worth while to communicate with 
his faithful bishops in Ireland, the most con 
spicuous of whom, Archbishop Walsh, hac 
publicly committed himself to a defense of 
the plan of campaign. 
The result was what 
might have been anticipated. 
The rescript 
condemning boy cotting and the plan of cam 
puign assumed as a postulate the cxistc net 
of free contract between landlords and ten 
ants in Ireland. 
Assuming that to exis 
which did not exist, its censure was nothing 
more than a shot fired in the air. 
In Ire!; 
the rescript was received with an angry out 
burst of indignation which found a conven 
ient whipping-boy in the Papal Envoy . 
"These considerations point in one and the 
same direction, and they are powerfully rein 
forced by the most conspicuous political phe 
noinenon of our day . 
We stand at the dawn 
of a now’ epoch, which, from the point 
view of universal history , is quite as mo 
meutous as that in which the Northern tribe 
broke in upon and destroy ed the fabric of the 
moribund Empire of Rome. 
It was the su 
prcme merit of the Catholic Church that 
amid the crash of the earlier world, it ree ig 
nized with a .sure prevision that the past wa 
gone irrevocably , and that the future lay 
w ith the fierce warriors from the fastnesse 
and forests of die North. 
It remains to be 
seen w hether the church will he as quick to 
discern the salient features of the great trails 
formation through which the world is pass 
ing to-day . 
" It is a revolution vaster and more rapid 
than that which founded the modern Euro 
ropean world on the wreck and ruin of the 
European Empire. 
The world is passing 
into the hands of the English speaking races 
Already the English tongue is becoming the 
lin gu a fran ca of the planet. 
“ In a hundred y ears, unless the progress 
of this marvelous transformation is suddenly 
checked in some manner as y et inconcciva 
hie, the English speakers will outnumber a 
tlie men of other tongues in the worhf. 
ltal 
inn, Spanish and French will he hut local di 
alects of as little importance, except for liter 
aturc, as Erse or Welsh. 
English ideas,En 
lish laws, English civilization are becoming 
as universal as the English speech. 
Alone 
among the races the English have escaped 
the universal curse of universal military ser­ 
vice. 
Al me among the nations they have 
learned to combine liberty and law, and to 
preserve an empire by the timely concession 
of local self-government. 
Whether we w el­ 
come or whether we deplore the prospect, 
the fact is unmistakable, the future ot the 
world is English.”

HILL AND THE TAX-SURPLUS. 


T h e F r e e m a n some time since suggested 
tbnt if Gov. H ill had really desired to relieve 
the tax payers of the stale by his vetoes, he 
w ould have vetoed the annuli tax bill by 
which the rate of taxation is fixed. 
The 
Brooklyn Eagle rises to explain why he did 
not do this. 
It states that this tax bill was 
prepared on the night before the Legislative 
adjournment 
by 
the Chairman 
of 
the 
Senate Finance Committee, the Chairman of 
the Assembly Appropriations Committee ant' 
the Comptroller. 
We do not suppose the 
Eagle intended lo give its readers to under 
stand that the responsibility for the tax rate 
rests upon these three officials, though this 
m ight lie inferred from its language. 
They 


had no veto power, and were comjH-llcd to 
adjust the fax rate to the appropriations, a 
merely clerical duty. 
T he Governor at this 
time 
had 
all 
the 
appropriations 
be 
fore 
him. 
It 
is 
fair 
to 
presume 
that he had a general idea o f the amount that 
he intended to cut out 
lf he had vetoed the 
bill in a message to the Legislature, inform* 
ing it of his intentions in regard to certain 
Items, and 
giving it an approxim ate idea 
o f the amount that it would lie necessary to 
raise, he could have saved to the tax payers 
Hie |1 ,*00,0t)0 that must now remain in the 
Treasury a year as surplusage, subject to dc 
raands which do not always wait for the 
lion of the legislature, as the history of tin 
furnishing of the executive mansion pm vc: 
In the same message he could have called the 
Legislature into extra session long enough to 
revise the tax rate, without involving the 


Mate in large expense, for the inouiU-r* wert 
nil in Albany and could have assembled and 
transacted the necessary business in half a 
day. 
In this way the Governor could have 
commended him self to the tax payers 
sincere friend of their interests, for the item* 
that he has vetoed would then have I wen left 
iii their pockets.

T he Birmingham Age declare* in favor of 
nssistiai emigration for tin- negroes of Ala 
Imiiin, tbnt the state may lie relieved of them 
anil their places Illicit by white immigrant*. 
T he Age is a Democratic shis t of progressive 
Idea*, and it has discovered that there i> 
rnee problem iii the .South that cannot lie 
aolved by the rohtiery, disfranchisem ent and 


murder of the ne cr o n . 
Tw enty-five years 
o f freedom have demonstrated that the col 
ored pct pie cannot lie killed off, even in 
Alabama, w ith sufficient rapidity to keep 
dow n the increase, much less to exterm inate 
them . 
But the white* of the South are con­ 
vinced that they ami the blacks cannot live 
together in harmony, and this conviction is 
strengthened by tile discovery that they cai. 
not get white im m igrants from other stales 
and countries a* hmg as Alabama kil os aud 
em ploys lier negroes. 
T his is not, perhaps, 
as it should lie, but the philanthropic pur­ 
pose of forcing the whites to accept the tie 
groes a n i live with them may as w ell tie 
given up as hopeless, and the sooner the bet 
ter for liotli ra c e s . 


T he Suggest iou of assistance to the blacks 
in getting away is made by the Age as nu 
original idea in the South. 
The great body 
o f uegro-liater* do not appear to have thought 
of such a thing. 
They forget that they ow e 
theoe people for tw o hundred years of unit 
qui ted toil, which has left them poor, help 
less, ignorant, anil w ithout either skill or en­ 
ergy to make an indc|>endcut livelihood, ne 
quire property, or ** strike o u t" for them 
selves.

HILL AND THE TAX-SURPLUS. 


T h e F reem a n some time since suggested 
tbat if Gov. H ill had really desired to relieve 
the tax payers of the stale by bis vetoes, he 
w ould have vetoed the annual tax bill by 
w hich the rate of taxation is fixed. 
The 
Brooklyn Eagle rises to explain why he did 
not do this. 
It states that this tax bill was 
prepared on the night before the Legislative 
adjournment 
by 
the Chairman 
of 
the 
Senate Fiuanco Committee, the Chairman of 
the Assem bly Appropriations Committee and 
the Comptroller. 
We do not suppose the 
Eagle intended to give its readers to under­ 
stand that the responsibility for the tax rate 
rests upon these three officials, though this 
m ight l»e inferred from its language. 
They 
had no veto power, and were com pelled to 
adjust the tax-rate to the appropriations, a 
m erely clerical duty. 
The Governor at tlii* 
tim e 
had 
all 
the 
appropriations 
be 
fore 
him. 
It 
is 
fair 
to 
presume 
that he had a general idea o f the amount that 
he intended to cut out. 
If he hail vetoed the 
bill in a message to the Legislature, inform* 
ing it of his intentions in regard to certain 
item s, and giving it an approximate idea 
o f the amount that it would be necessary to 
raise, he could have saved to the tax payers 
the $1,800,000 that must now remain in the 
Treasury a year as surplusage, subject to de­ 
mands which do not always wait for the 
tion of the Legislature, as the history of the 
furnishing of the executive mansion proves. 
In the same message he could have called the 
Legislature iuto extra session long enough to 
revise the tax-rate, without involving the 
state in large expense, for the members were 
nil in Albany and could have assembled and 
transacted the necessary business in half a 
day. 
In this way the Governor could have 
commended himself to the tax payers u> 
sincere friend of their interests, for the items 
that he has vetoed would then have been left 
in their pockets. 
Now the full am ount will 
be collected, and the people are uneasy o \e r 
the possibility of its being misappropriated1 
squandered and stolen. 
In consequence of the G overnor’s manage 
m in t of his veto privilege, $1,800,000 will 
now be collected from the people for no use 
whatever, while creditors wait for the meet 
ing o f another Legislature. 
If the money i 
honestly guarded it w ill do service in future 
for the items that the Governor has vetoed 
are honest claims and w ill have to Ix; paid 
w ith accumulating iuterest. 
If the Legisla 
ture next winter should happen to be I)emo 
cratic, a contingency not im possible if the 
weather on election day is severe, this money 
w ould be spent for other purposes, and the 
vetoed items would go into the next appro 
priation bill. 
It should not be forgotten 
that during the administration of Gov. IIulT 
man $19,000,000 was raised to pay off the 
bounty debt, and that out of this sum the 
said bounty debt was reduced only $5,000, 
000.

The Birmingham Age declares in favor of 
assisted emigration for the negroes of Ala 
Iwuia, that the state may be relieved of them 
and their places filled by white immigrants. 
The Age is a Democratic sheet of progressive 
ideas, and it has discovered that there is a 
race problem in the South that cannot lie 
solved by the robbery, disfranchisement and 
murder of the negroes. 
Twenty-five years 
of freedom have demonstrated tbat the col­ 
ored peeple cannot lie killed oiT. even itt 
Alabama, with sufficient rapidity to keep 
down the increase, much less to exterminate 
them. 
But the whites of the South are con­ 
vinced that they and the blacks cannot live 
together in harmony, and this conviction is 
strengthened by the discovery that they can­ 
not get white immigrants from other states 
and countries as loDg as Alabama keeps and 
employs her negroes. 
This is not, perhaps, 
as it should be, bnt the philanthropic pur­ 
pose of forcing the whites to accept the ne­ 
groes and live with them may as well be 
given up as hopeiess, and the sooner the bet 
ter for both races. 
The Suggestion of assistance to the blacks 
in getting away is made by the Age as an 
original idea in the South. 
The great body 
of negro-haters do not appear to have thought 
of such a thing. 
They forget that they owe 
these people for two hundred years of unri- 
quited toil, which has left them poor, help­ 
less, ignoraut, and without either skill or en­ 
ergy to make an independent livelihood, ac­ 
quire property, or “ strike out ” for them­ 
selves. 
If they are now moved to take up 
the surplus negro population, assume the ex­ 
pense of their removal to a state or territory 
where they will be by themselves, and buy 
a little laud or give them a little money to set 
them on their feet, they will pay a small por­ 
tion of the debt that has been standing against 
them. And for the first time the negroes will 
breathe in truth the pure anil invigorating 
air of freedom. 
Let the Southern states start the move­ 
ment .showing a lilieral and honest purpose to­ 
wards the blacks, and it will be generously 
seconded by the North. 
The people of this 
section arc tired of the wrongs to which the 
negroes are subjected ou the soil where they 
once were slaves, and have little hope of any 
improvement. 
They 
want 
the 
negroes 
placed where they can vote and have their 
votes counted, and take a hand in the ad­ 
ministration of stale and local affairs and 
send Senators and lleprescntalives^ to Con­ 
gress. 
To attain this condition they must he 
settled in a state by themselves. 
And such 
u state would in a quurtcr of a century be 
found far in advance of any state yet main­ 
taining its Democratic solidity, in intelli­ 
gence, order, government, and busiuess and 
industrial development. 


A SIGNIFICANT COALITION. 


The Sun told the other day of the affiic- 
tions and disappointments 
of Tammany. 
The County Democracy, ousted and throttled 
wherever it was possible, has formed n com­ 
bination with the Republicans. 
Tammany 
grabbed the new Police Justices created by 
the Legislature last winter, but when it tried 
to grab the patronage of the court by ousting 
both the “ Counties ” and the Republicans, 
It found itself confronted by the new combi­ 
nation, and nobody was removed. 
It en­ 
countered the same difficulty in the Police 
Board, which Mayor Grant made partisan by 
appointing a Tammany mau to succeed a R e­ 
publican. 
Again the one County Democrat

T H E FU TU R E O F T H E PAPACY. 


1’ro jilie s ln l th a t th e C h u rc h Mimt tic E ith e r 
A n g lic ized o r A m e ric a n iz e d . 
Below is an extract of a remarkable article 
on “ The Future of the P apacy,” to appear in 
the August number of the Contcmjmrary lit 
view: “ In Europe there are at this moment 
but three men who stand out above their fe l­ 
low s as the supreme representatives of vari­ 
ous kinds ot power. 
Alexander III. repre­ 
sents the authority of material force; Prince 
Bism arck, the migh; of scientific organi­ 
zation, and Leo X U L. the strength ot the 
Catholic world. 
“ That which distinguishes Leo X II. is 
that before his mind there lias passed a vision 
of a higher and nobler ideal than that of 
being the mere temporal master of the E ter­ 
nal Ú itv. He lias seen, as it were in a dream, 
a vision of a wider sovereignty tlmii any 
which the greatest of his predecessors had 
ever realized, and before bis eyes there has 
been unfolded a magnificent conception of a 
really universal Church as 'Lofty as the Love 
of God and wide as arc the wants of m en.’ 
Bui no sooner litis he gazed with holy ecstacv 
on the world-wide dom inion which lies al­ 
most within his grasp than he turns with 
sigh to the older and smaller ideal of the 
temporal sovereignty of Rome, which has 
bounded the horizon of so many of his pred­ 
ecessors. and which passes upon him like the 
atmosphere of the w hole of his waking life.” 
The writer goes on to say that the mission 
of Monsignor Pérsico to Ireland shows how 
incompatible these tw o ideals arc. 
The 
English Government brought pressure to 
bear on the Pope to induce him to send 
envoy to investigate the condition of the 
Irish people and to inform His Holiness as t ) 
the justice of their cause. 
This envoy, Mon 
signor Pérsico, was from the first looked 
upon with suspicion by Irish priests and peo­ 
ple. He prolonged liis stay for many months, 
m aking ambiguous reports. 
The British 
Ministry, irritated 
by the delay, sent the 
Duke of Norfolk to Rome to hasten matters 
at the Papal Court. 
At 
his urgency the 
Hope, from incomplete information and ad­ 
vice of his Italian counsellors, who knew lit 
tie of the language and less of the people of 
Ireland, issued the fam ous rescript condem n­ 
ing boycotting and the plan of campaign. 
“ During the conception of this document, 
the H oly Father does not appear to have 
thought it worth w hile to communicate with 
his faithful bishops in Ireland, the most con­ 
spicuous of whom. Archbishop Walsh, had 
publicly committed him self to a defense of 
the plan of campaign. 
The result was what 
m ight have been anticipated. 
The rescript 
condemning boycotting and the plan of cam 
paign assumed as a postulate the existe net 
of free contract between landlords and ten­ 
ants in Ireland. 
A ssum ing that to exist 
which did not exist, its censure was nothing 
more than a shot tired in the air. 
In Ireland 
the rescript was received with an angry out­ 
burst of indignation w hich found a conven 
ient whipping-boy in the Papal Envoy. 
“ These considerations point in one and the 
same direction, and they are powerfully rein­ 
forced by the most conspicuous political phe­ 
nomenon of our day. 
We stand at the dawn 
of a new epoch, which, from the point of 
view of universal history, is quite as rao- 
mentous as that in which the Northern tribes 
broke in upon and destroyed the fabric of the 
moribund Empire of Rome. 
It was the 
prt-me merit of the Catholic Church that, 
atnid the crash of the earlier wor'd, it rec >g- 
nized with a sure prevision that the past was 
gone irrevocably, and that the future lay 
with the tierce warriors from the fastnesses 
anil forests of the North. 
It remains to be 
seen whether the church will be as quick to 
discern the salient features of the great trans­ 
formation through w hich the world is pass­ 
ing to-day. 
“ It is a revolution vaster and more rapid 
than that which founded the modern Ettro- 
ropean world on the wreck and ruin of the 
European Empire. 
T he world is passing 
into the hands of the English speaking races. 
Already the English tongue is becoming the 
lingua franca of the planet, 
“ In a hundred years, unless the progress 
of this marvelous transformation is suddenly 
checked in some manner as vet inconceiva­ 
ble, the English speakers will outnumber all 
the men of other tongues in the worlcf. 
Ital­ 
ian. Spanish and French will be but local di­ 
alects of as little importance, except for liter­ 
ature, as Erse or W elsh. 
English ideas,Eng­ 
lish laws, English civilization are becoming 
as universal as the English speech. 
Alouc 
am ong the races the English have escaped 
the universal curse of universal military ser­ 
vice. 
A1 >nc among the natious they have 
learned to combine lilierty and law, and to 
preserve an empire by the tim ely concession 
of local self-government. 
W hether we w el­ 
com e or whether we deplore the prospect, 
the fact is unmistakable, the future ot the 
world is English.”

finishing, 
po lishing 
and 
tem pering 
are 
do ne 
fierward. 
Cellu lo id 
and 
ru bber 
are 
mo u lded. 
The 
best 
thimbles 
are 
made in France, where the pro cess is mo re 
tho ro u gh. 
Strange as it may seem, the 
Tench co nsider du rability in their go ld 
thimbles as the first requ isite. 
The first step 
iu the making o f a Paris go ld thimble is the 
titling into a disk o f the desired size 
a thin 
piece o f sheet iro n. 
This is bro u ght to a red 
heal, placed o ver a gradu ated ho le in an iro n 
bench, and hammered do wn in it with a 
pu nch. 
This ho le is the fo rm o f a thimble. 
The iro n takes its shape and is remo ved fro m 
the ho le. 
The little indentatio ns to keep the 
needle fro m slipping are made in it, and all 
the o ther 
finishing stro kes 
o f the per- 
ect thimble pu t o n it. 
The iro n is then 
made 
into 
steel by a pro cess pecu liar 
to the French thimhle-maki r, and is tem­ 
pered, po lished and bro u ght to a deep blu e 
co lo r, 
A thiu sheet o f go ld is then pressed 
nto the interio r o f the thimble and fastened 
there by a mandril. 
Go ld leaf is attached to 
the o u tside hv great pressu re, the edges o f 
the leaf being fitted in and held by small 
ro ves at the base o f the thimble. The article 
is then ready fo r u se. 
The go ld will last fo r 
tars. 
The steel never wears o u t, and the 
go ld can be readily replaced at any time.

Th© Most ftrtlH aht Kascul of K urope On 
ilia W ay to the U nited S tates—An A m eri­ 
can P rim a D onna Scores a Success in Lon­ 
don—The “E lixir of I'outl*” Humbug*, KtVj 


Bonedello Ctilroli, who (lied yesterday 
moril'mw at the royal villa of Capo di Moute, 
near Naples, was born nt Gropello, near the 
City of Pavia, in 1820. His parents were 
Dr. Carlo Cairoli, a distinguished physician, 
and Signorína Adelaida Botin, of Milan, both 
ardent advócales bí Italian unity,who traiued 
ihctr ft ft* sous to detest the Austrian yoke. 
Benedetto was the oldest of the children. lie 
took part as a soldier in the memorable cam­ 
paigns of 1848 10, and attained the rank of a 
commissioned oflicer. At theoulbreak of the 
war of Italian independence in 1850 the five 
Cairoli brothers eagerly enlisted in jtho Na­ 
tional service. Benedetto participated as a 
Colonel in tlie memorable Cicilian expedition 
of Garibaldi, and like his brother Enrico was 
wounded in the assault upon Palermo, May 
21, 1860, and lost a letr by amputation. In 
1860 he fought in the Tfentino, and iu 186Í 
at Montcrotondo and Men tana 
An important announUmbnt cotties from 
Rome, proof of the liberal spirit now prevail­ 
ing at the Vatican. The famous MS., Codex 
B of die Old aud New Testaments, long so 
jealously guarded, is at last being published 
in photographic facsimile underthe auspices 
of the Pope and the editorship of the Abbe 
Cozzi-Luzi, Verallone’s copies of the well- 
known edition. One hundred copies of the 
New Testament are being issued, which may 
be had from the Fototipia Danosi, Rome, in 
a volume of about 500 pages, at the price of 
200 lire. The first 50 subscribers will also 
receive four volumes of the Old Te.-taraent, 
at the same rate for each. A smaller edition 
is al-o being issued of the Hcxapair Mb., 
)odcx Marchaliauus. This will consist of 50 
copies of about 100 pages, the price of which 
will he 500 lire. 
The experiment of taking Western buyers 
to Philadelphia at the expense of a few 
travelling salesmen has proved so successful 
that it lias given a stimulus to the project of 
establishing Central show-rooms for Fb'ludel- 
pltia manufactures. It is proposed to erect a 
arge club-house near Broad and Market- 
i.Ts, witli show-rooms, where will be ex­ 
hibited samples of all the manufactures of 
’hiladelphia usually sold in country storts. 
The club-house will he open to merchants 
from other cities, and be provided with read- 
ng-rooms and all conveniences for making 
their stay comfortable. The project, which 
received little support six months ago, is 
allied of with more favor now that half-a- 
million dollars' worth of goods have been 
sold to merchants induced to go to Philadel­ 
phia by the offer of a free excursion. 
The committee appointed by the British 
Parliament to Consider the question of immi­ 
gration recommends that an annual census be 
tkcu of aliens arriving and settling in Great 
Britain. The committee thinks it inadvisa­ 
ble til present to enforce laws similar to those 
nforced in America against destitute immi­ 
grants, but il says the country ought to con­ 
template the early necessity for such leaisla- 
tion, in view of the extreme pressure for ex­ 
istence among the poor and the tendency of 
iestitute foreigners, to lower the conditions of 
living, especially iu irreal towns. 
The Cretan insurgents have appointed 
seven delegates to confer with Riza 
Pasha. Governor at Canea. The replies of 
British, German and Italian Govern­ 
ments to the Greek note coincide in refusing 
to admit that there is any special Cretan 
question. They see no reason to iuterfcre 
between the Sultan’s subjects and the Cre­ 
tan’s. The Austrian Government’s reply ad­ 
mits the difficulties of tlie situation, but ob­ 
jects lo the aclion proposed by Greece. 
Herman Bohtiefeld, a jeweler and sporting 
character of Macon, Ga.t was stabbed and 
killed I here at 5 a. m. yesterday by one Lee 
Lowcnthal. The Coroner’s Jury brought in 
a verdict of murder. Both had been playing 
poker, and Bohnefcld accusing Lowcnthal of 
cheating, the latter assaulted him and after­ 
ward slabbed him six times. The knife eu- 
tered the hear! and caused death iu 10 min­ 
utes. Lowenthal and several witnesses were 
arrested. 
The testimony in the Flack divorce ease in 
New-York City shows that “Mrs. Ray­ 
mond” was the co-respondent, and that her 
friend, Airs. Margaret Smith, was the princi­ 
pal witness iu the suit, the other being a 
male friend of the Sheriff. The Bar Asso­ 
ciation may investigate Civil Justice Monell. 
Walter MeKcy, an employe of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, fell from a third- 
story window al ltis residence in Washington 
on Saturday night aud was instantly killed. 
His death is believed to have been due lo a 
habit of sitting in the window of his room 
and smoking a pipe before going to bed. 
The swift action of the quadruple alliance 
lias already caused the cessation of the Servo- 
Bulgarian war preparations and the Cretan 
rising. Bismarck is endeavoring to persuade 
Spain to enter the quadruple alliance, in order 
to render France powerless. 
V ' 
The most brilliant rascal of Europe is now 
said to be on ltis way to this country His 
name is Charles Hoffman. He calls himself 
either Baron von Hoffmann, Chevalier von 
Hoffmann or Baron Henri de Courtier. He 
is tall and fine-looking, dresses handsomely 
and has a military air. 
Mavor Grant, of New-York City, lias ap­ 
pointed four committees of 25 members each 
on Permanent Organization, Finance, Legis­ 
lation and on Sites and Buildings, to make 
the first preparations for the International 
Exposition of 1892. 
Peter Orth lost a leg and was otherwise 
maimed for life on the Manitoba Road while 
employed as fireman, and he has brought suit 
for $50.000, alleging that the engine was de­ 
fective and the Company was cognizant of 
that fact. 
During a quarrel over a game of cards in 
Philadelphia last night Stctano Demngo, aged 
27 years, was dangerously and probably fa­ 
tally slabbed by Joseph Paraino, aged 50, of 
72 ¿anc-street. * Paraino was arrested. 
While boys were playing about a freight 
car in Lockport, N. Y.,* yesterday, the brake 
was loosened, and the car ran over Stephen 
Sharkey, aged eight, son of Feter Sharkey, 
cutting off his head and otic arm. 
Edward Baggott. 19 years old, yesterday 
quarreled witli Asher Haggerty, an ex con­ 
vict, at Freehold, N J., and was knocked 
down. He died before he could be picked 
up.Experiments witli Dr. Brown-Sequard’s 
elixir of life have been begun at Belevuc Hos­ 
pital. Dr Lewis II. Sayre scouts the theory 
that it has any efficacy whatever. 
President Carnot advises the American stu­ 
dents in Paris, when they return home, to as­ 
sist iu securing a policy of concord rather 
than one of defiance and distrust. 
William Thomas yesterday morning stabbed 
to death Link Hmidley in a quarrel over a 
game of cards in Louisville, Ky. Both are 
colored. Thomas is under arrest. 
A widow named Gillis, and two daughters, 
who lived in a remote district of McDowell 
Countv, Wcst-Virginia, were found mur­ 
dered in their home on Friday. 
At Cement, Gn., Saturday night, Edward 
Harris, a white man, was shot and killed by 
William Mays, a negro, on account of a mis­ 
understanding about wages. 
An investigation has shown that Benedict, 
ex-Public Printer, kept ¡be books of his of­ 
fice in a way to cause great annoyance and 
expense to the Government. 
Duvorge, a naturalized American, was on 
trial at Tamatave, Madagascar, for the mur­ 
der of Yietor Stan wood, of Massachusetts, 
when the last mail left. 
Yesterday a mysterious fire gutted the 
wheel-house of the steamship Queen, which 
Mooney, the insane Irishman,tried to destroy 
bv dynamite in 1883.

Christening bowls of sterling silver may be 
bought fcr from $50 lo $1,000, the price 
varying according to the weight and the 
btauly of the design. One desirable bowl 
had no decoration except an edge of repousse 
work; another had a tinted edge and a nar­ 
row band of wild roses and leaves encircling 
it, while the most beautiful one seen lias a 
gold lining on which are etched tlie faces of 
cherubs peeping forth from silver clouds. 
Such bowls 
are often copied from 
those designed for the christening of soiik‘ _ 
royal infant. (Uniste and elegant bowls are* 
also to be had in quadruple plate at from $15 
to $25; those having the sal in finish and little 
ornament being the most, desirable. Young 
people of means who are setting up a house 
hold, often buy a bowl of sterling silver, that 
tiieir children and grandchildren may have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they had an­ 
cestors. 
The rite of infant baptism is now seldom 
administered in church when the children of 
wealthy parents arc lo he made Christians, 
hut the pomp and vanity of this wicked 
world are renounced timid much pomp and 
vanity at home. Perhaps it is only to em­ 
phasize the beauty and charm of that which 
is being foresworn that the child is arrayed 
iu a robe of finest mull, hand-made and em­ 
broidered in sprays of jasmine and tied with 
floating while ribbons, while the water for 
ceremony is held in a bowl of sterling silver 
placed on an onyx pcth stnl and the names of 
the witnesses are recorded in a book of rice 
paper bound in vellum and silver. 
At a christening party the other day the 
young autocrat numbered among his gifts 
two bread and milk sets, three mugs and 
four pap spoons of silver, toilet sets of ivory, 
Chinese rattles in old silver, rings and bells 
and a lloral cradle. Music on stringed in­ 
struments, the guitar, the harp and mandolin 
played softly during the high tea that fol­ 
lowed the baptism, and llie happy event 
ended in the singing of lullabies aud old nur­ 
sery songs by ttie guests. 
Tlie beautiful silver given to children ou 
birthdays, at christenings, and on other oc­ 
casions when gifts are in order, have lines 
from Mother Goose and other nursery 
rhymes, engraved or etched on them, with 
other decorations suited to babyhood. 


T he D eath Record. 
John Tory Bourne, aged 68 years, died at 
St. Georges, Bermuda, July 10, of heart dis­ 
ease. When the civil war broke out in the 
United Slates Mr. Bourne was appointed 
agent of the Confederate States at Bermuda, 
and held the appointment to the close of the 
struggle. He occupied various positions of 
public trust in St. Georges—-in church, Cor­ 
poration and Legislative Assembly. 
The Rev. M. D. Jackson, Pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Greenwood, 
N. Y.. an old Chautauquan, and for 68 years 
a member of the Genesee Conference, died of 
apoplexy Saturday night at his cottage on 
Chester avenue, Chautauqua. 
A. J. Lamberton, aged 65 years, ex-Mayor, 
cx-memlter of tlie Democratic State Commit­ 
tee, and a prominent citizen, died suddenly 
yesterday morning at St. Peter, Minn. 
John F. Durr, an employe of tlie Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, who was sent to the 
Paris Exposition with the department exposi­ 
tion, died there Saturday of heart- disease. 
The Rev. Oliver Ege, one of tlie most 
promiuent ministers of Southern Pennsyl­ 
vania, died at Meehanicsburg yesterday, 
aged 90 years.

C oncerning Tbimble- M a k i n g . 
[From Chambers' Journal.] 
The-way thimbles are made in England 
ind in Scotland is simple enough. Dies 
of the different sizes are used, into which the 
metal, whether gold, silver or steel, is 
uressed. 
The hole-punching, 
finishing, 
polishing 
and 
tempering 
are 
done 
afterward. 
Celluloid 
and rubber are 
moulded. 
The 
best 
thimbles 
are 
made in France, where the process is more 
thorough. Strange as it may seem, the 
French consider durability in their gold 
thimbles as the first requisite. The first step 
iu the making of a Paris gold thimble is the 
titling into a disk of the desired size a thin 
piece of sheet-iron. This is brought to a red 
heat, placed over a graduated hole in an iron 
bench, and hammered down in it with a 
punch. This hole is the form of a thimble. 
The iron takes its shape aud is removed from 
tlie hole. The little indentations to keep the 
needle from slipping are made in it, and all 
the other finishing strokes of the per 
feet thimble put on it. The iron is then 
made into steel by a process peculiar 
to ttie French thimhle-mnkt r, and is tem­ 
pered, polished and brought to a deep blue 
color. A thin sheet of gold is then pressed 
into the interior of the thimble and fastened 
there by a mandril. Gold leaf is attached to 
the outside by great pressure, the edges of 
the leaf being fitted in and held by small 
roves at the base of the thimble. The article 
is then ready for use. The gold will last for 
years. The steel never wears out, and tlie 
old can be readily replaced at any time. 
Nowhere else iu the world are gold thimbles 
made in that way.

Tree* in a Court H om o. 
[From the New-York Correspondent Post.] 
Greensburg, Ind., exhibits the singular 
phenomenon of trees growing on its court 
house tower. The first tree made its appear­ 
ance iu 1864—a tiny green shoot on top of 
tlie tower—and was the cause of much won 
der and interest. 
Its development was 
eagerly watched, and as its steady growth 
continued became known as the Lone Tree. 
As years passed tlie tree grew and assumed 
greater and more graceful proportions and 
flourished in spite of its lofty position, ex 
posed to the wind and storm. Other trees have 
since made their appearance on different sides 
of the tower, until there are now seven, 
which, with their bright green foliage show­ 
ing in pretty contrast against the dull, white 
stone, make a charming picture, outlined 
against the blue sky.

CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS. 


Proposing an amendment to nrticU* six of the Con­ 
stitution relating to election of additional Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 
Resolved, [If the Senate concur] Tlint the Sixth 
Article of the Constitution be umemled by adding 
thereto tbe following section: 
Section 29. The legislature nt tbe first session 
thereof, after the adoption of this amendment, shall 
provide for the election at the general election next 
after the adoption of this amendment .by the Electors 
of tlie first and second judicial districts of not more 
than two Justices of the Supreme Court in addition 
to the justices of that court now in office in each of 
said judicial districts and one justice of said court 
in addition to tlie justices of that court now 
authorized by law to be elected in each of the fol­ 
lowing judicial districts, namely: The third, fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, nial eighth judicial districts. 
The justice so elected shall 1m- inv« stoil witli their 
ofliee on the first Monday of January next after 
their election. 
Resolved, I If the Senate concur] That the forego­ 
ing amendment be referred to the Legislature to 
be chosen at tbe next general election of Senators, 
and that in conformity to section one article 
thirteen of the Constitution it tie published for three 
months previous to the tune of such election.

pavements thau we are having now, no mut­ 
ter what material they are laid w ith.

measures must lie taken to prevent so much 
disnipture of the pavements after they arc

laid.

who make them, we will not have a n y better 
pavements thau we are having now, no mat­ 
ter what material they are laid with. 
Some 
measures must be taken to prevent so much 
disrupture of the pavements after they are 
laid." 
A close observer has written: ‘ There are 
some men who never grow old and who 
never lose their influence with the young.
